THE BLACK SHIRT 
MENACE 


The hint by Sir Jeon Gilmour 
that the Government is not dis- 
posed to tolerate the methods of 
the Mosley Black Shirts much 
longer is satisfactory so far_as 
it ous, but the situation which 
has developed would appear to’ 
call for prompt and definite 
action. The fact ‘is now well 
established that the British 
Faacists, when dealing with 
political opponents, overstep the 
necessities by taking it upon 
themselves to usurp the func- 
tions of the police, Such tactics 
cannot Ue tolerated. Like all 
political units, the Black Shirts 
must expect to encounter opposi- 
tion, the ~ more-so-when-- they- 
present their case in such x man- 
ner as to invite retaliation, Sir 
Oswald Mosley, in seeking to 
make a case for his minions, has 
pointed to the fact that the 


Black Shirts are not’ the only 
people who appear in public in 


J uniform—he has even cited the 


‘Boy Scouts and the Salvation 
Army! But the point which ke 
conveniently ignores is that 
these are not political bodies, 
seeking to thrust their opinions 
on other people. Moreover, it. 
iy not so much a question of the 
use of a distinctive uniform by 
the Mosleyites as the idea at the 
back of its use. The Black 
Shirts are without question a 
semi-militury organisation, and, 
what is, more, most of their 
activities are modelled on that 
basis, Their methods are to- 
tally foreign tq British political 
tradition,. and it is therefore 
hardly to be wondered at that a 
growing resentment against the 
movement should manifest it- 
self. The mischief is that if 
action is not soon taken, we may 
soon see rival bodies, working on 
similar lines, come into being. 
The possibilities in such a situa- 
tion are too serious to be lightly 
The eventual up- 
shot might be armed clashes, 
accompanicd by bloodshed, all 
over the country, And the point 
to be kept in mind is that such 
a catastrophie- state of affairs 
would be directly attributable 
to the: Mosley venture, The 
plain: fact is that there is no 
room in England for. such a 


|] madcap creation.as the Black 


Shirt organisation or for the 
methods which it typifies. 
Therefore, the sooner it is 
brought under control'and shorn 
of its worut features, the better 
will it be for the country as a 
whole. Far too much Intitude 
has been already permitted; the 
time for firm and definite action 
has arrived. Jt ‘is to be hoped 
that the Government will have 
the courage to suppresa the 
movement without further ado.

There can be no quarrel with 
the verdict of the First Test, al- 
though {It worked [itself out in 
curlous ways, Australia were 
superior in qearly every .depart- 
ment, for although thelr moat 
boosted batamen did comparatively 
little, they were not dragging 
behind them an unsupportable tail. 
The outstanding. personalities were 
Chippertield, who gloriously 
justified hia Inat-minute selection 
by a brilliant 99 [nthe frat innings 
and superb work in the field, Mc- 
Cabe, who rescued Australia in 
both innings, O'Reilly and Grim- 
mett, Kenneth Parnes alone of the 
England XI brought solace to the 
selectors, Hendren did well in 
the first inning and Sutcliffe 
auflictently well in both to indicate 


‘that he enannot be left out, but there 


is a large question mark against 
several othera, Some mitigating 
clreumatances there were, of 
course, A, crumbling wicket with 
four hours and fifty minutes of 
play and two spin bowlera of the 
quality of O'Reilly and Grimmett, 
meant that ability to hold owt was 
doubtful from the outset of the 
innings.

WOMEN IN THE CIVIL SERVIC 


The  prolonyed — strugele of 
Hritish feminists to secure “equal 
rights with men” has diminished in 
intensity as one position after an- 
other has been surrendered — to 
them. They have won the full 
right to vote in’ parliamentary 
tlectiona, to sit in Parliament, to 
plead at the bar,.to serve on juries, 
and to enter the civil service 
(excepting the defence , services 
and the diplomatic and consular 
services), and they have acquired 
‘equal rights in regard to divorce 
and the: ownership of property: 
But there is one disqualification 
which they have hitherto laboured 
in vain to remove—women in. all 
branches of the civil service are 
required to resign on marriage. 
Thia Hmitation Is now likely to be 
modified in view of a report issued 
by a joint committee of official and 
staff representatives set up to 
consider the recommendations of 
a Royal Commission, . *

FORCES. IN 


BRITAIN ©

jX RECENT by-elections in 

Great Britwin. the © Labour 
Party hns constderably increased 
its polla‘as compared with tho 1931 
general election; but there fay as 
yet no Indication whatever that the 
tide has turned strongly against 
the National Government.” A 
powerful factor which from the 
first has favoured the National 
Government continues to handicap 
the Labour Party—fear of that 
shadowy entity known 18 Social- 
ism. It {s shadowy because it Is 
so variously defined, and there 
are as many kinds of Soclulist 
policy na there are groups of So- 
clalists. As expounded by some it 
means the class, war; for others 
it necessitates a constitutional re- 
volution; and for others it in- 
dicates no more than oa progress 
by slow stages toward the Socialist 
ideal, In some of its aspects there 
in nothing to terrify the bourgeois 
mind; in others it appears to mean 
the end of the existing: form of 
If there were renson- 
able certninty as'sto What the 
triumph of the Socialists would 
menn, there might be lesa appre- 
hension as to what would be in- 
volved in a defent of the Nutional 
Government. °

This confusion of thought is the 
more intelligible when we realize 
th.t there are four polltleal So- 
cialist organizations jin Great 
Hritain, two within the fold of the 
Labour Party, and two outaide it. 
The noisiest are not necessarily 
the most influential, Qn the ex- 
treme Left ‘in the 
Party, acknowledging | allegiance 
only to the Third International of 
Moscow. No need to’ state here 
their purpose, and policy. They 
are the same everywhere. They 
are non-national; they are uncom- 
promising; they are the disciplined 
instruments of dogmuatle Com- 
muniam at headquarters; they are 
for revolution and the destruction 
of the present regime and, the pre- 
sent prevailing state of mind by 
any means whatsoever. In Brit-, 
ain. their numbers are few, and 
they are not strong enough to win 
n sing®@seat in Parliament. 


Next to them, toward the Right, 
though still far to the Left, is the 
Independent Labour Party. This 
organization existed before the 
Labour Party itsolf. For more 
than a third of a century St has 
been the nucleus of the Labour 
Socialist movethent in the country, 
and many of the most conspicuous 
Labour politicians, including Mr. 
Ramyay MacDonald himself, have 
been among its members. But in 
recent years it has moved much 
farther toward the Left, and about 
two years ago it completely 
severed-its-once-treasured.connec- 
tion with the official Labour 
Party, 

Now no person can be a member 
both of the Labour Party and the 
I. L. P. Its ultimate political ‘and 
economic objects are’ similar to 
those of the Communists. It be- 
lieves in the possibility of sudden 
revolution, and favours the method 
of ittempting to sow the seeds of 
revolutionary thought among the 
workers, and it would like to 
establish a united front with Com- 
mutism. But it refuses to accept 
orders from Moscow or from any 
outside organization, and it care- 
fully ‘refrains: from advocating 
violence or illegality. -Its leader 
is that able, popular, and much 
respected Member of Parliament,

The 1. L, P. to-day ts Cur weaker 
than it was o.few years ayo, and 
lost n great part of its memborshilp 
when it decided to cut itself off 
from’the official Labour. Party. 
About onehalf © of its members 
seceded, including Its moat bril- 
liant intellectuals, and formed o 
new body called the Sociallat 
League, whose members are still 
within the circle of official Labour, 
The tatter’s most ¢onspicudus 
lender is that most vocal of all 
British Labour politicians, Sir 
Stafford Cripps, 2 member of the 
last Labour Cabinet; and his 
right-hand man is Sir Charles 
Trevelyan, son of the historian, 
Sir Stafford has sprung into world- 
wide fame as “dictatoralip Cripps,” 
dn view of hla insistent statements 
which have been interpreted to 
mean that the next Socialist Govern. 
ment was prepared, in the Inst rev 
sort, If resisted by a recalcitrant 
House of Lords or a_ refractory 
Opposition, to set up a Labour 
dictatorship. The distinguishing 
feature in the policy of the league 
is its determination to implement 
the whole policy of state Socialism, 
including the nationalization of the 
banks, by one awift 
stroke, Its aim is to alter the 
whole economic system of Grent 
Britain during the life of a single 
Parliament. 


The out-and-out declarations of 
the Socialist League have aroused 
much enthusiasm = among 
younger'and more ardent Socialists 
throughout the country, They are 
logical and consistent in their ar. 
gumients, and fiery in thelr appeal. 
Theirs ig'n programme which at- 
tracts the leftward-moving minds 
and those who believe in hastening. 
toward thelr objectives. Its mem- 
bers are potent influences within 
the Labour Party. But they are 
not the’ Labour Party itself. 
Their organization is almost with 
out funds, They -haye no machin- 
ery. for running separate candid.

The officin) Labour Party, the 
central organization which Is on 
the Right of the Socialist move- 
ment, ‘controls the machinery at 
headquarters and in the con- 
stiiuency, and holds the purse 
strings, Its strength rests on the 
trades unions, Whose funds pro- 
vide the sinews of war and whose 
powerful organizations are the 
muiinstay of the British Labour 
movement. The trades unionists 
as a body are tenacious of their 
traditions und conservative in 
their moderate Socialist views, 
Thus supported, the official Labour 
Party {a opposed “to“dictatorships,; 
dislikes revolution, prefers the ap- 
proach to Socialism by gradual 
methods, and declares its falth in 
democracy. 


Such are the various Socialist 
forces which are arrayed against 
the National Government. It is 
ut present the moderate official or- 
ganization which controls the 
political opposition, There {is no 
fear of the Communists; no fear 
of the Independent Labour Party; 
but since no one is quite certain 
how far the Socjalist League may 
be able to assert its vigorous In- 
fluence within the Labour Party, 
the shadow of a menacing uncer« 
tainty darkens the reputation of 
the political Labour movement 
among those who fenr. revolution,

later chief engineer in the Borotigh 
of Birkenhead Gas Dopartment.

THE BLACK SHIRT 
MENACE 


The hint by Sir John Gilmour 
that the Government is not dis- 
posed to tolerate the methods of 
the Mosley Black Shirts much 
longer is satisfactory so far_as 
hit goes, but the situation which 
has developed would appear to 
call for prompt and definite 
action. The fact is now well 
estublished ‘that the British 
Fuscists, when dealing with 
political opponents, overstep the 
necessities by taking it upon 
themselves to usurp the func- 
tions of the police. Such tactics 
cannot be, tolérated. Like all 


‘political units,“ the ~Black~Shirts- 


must expect to encounter opposi- 
tion, the more 80 when they 
present their case in such a man- 
ner as to invite retaliation. Sir 
Oswald Mosley, in seeking to 
make a case for his minions, has 
pointed to the fact that the 
Black Shirts ‘are not the only 
people who appear in public in’ 
uniform—he has even cited the 


‘) Boy Scouts and-the Salvation 


Army! But the.point which ke 
conveniently ignores is that 
these are not political bodies, 
seeking to thrust their opinions 
on other people. Moreover, it 
is not so much a question of the 
use of a distinctive uniform by 
the Mosleyites ag the idea at the 
back of its use. The Black 
Shirts are...without question a 
semi-military organisation, and, 
what is more, most of their 
activities are modelled on that 
basis. Their methods are to- 
tally forcign to British political 
tradition, and it is therefore 
hardly to be wondered at that a 
growing resentment against the 
movement should manifest it- 
self. The mischief is that if 
action is not soon taken, we may 
goon sce rival bodies, working on 
similar lines, come into -being. 
The possibilities in such a situa- 
tion are too serious to be lightly 
disposed of. The eventual up- 
shot might be armed clashes, 
accompanied’ by bloodshed, all 
over the country. Andthe point 
to be kept in mind is that such 
a catastrophic state of affairs 


Jyvould be directly attributable 


to the Mosley venture. The 
pinin fact is that, there is no 
reom in England for such a 
madcap creation’as the Black 
Shirt organisation or for the 
methods which it typifies. 
Therefore, the sooncr it is 
brought under control and shorn 
of its worst features, the better 
will it bo for the country as a 
whole. Far too much Iatitudo 
hag been already permitted; the: 
time for firm and definite action 
has arrived. It is to be hoped 
that.the Government. will have 
the courage to suppress the 
movement without further ado.

WOMEN UN THE CIVIL SERVICE 


The prolonged struggle of 
British feminists to secure “equal 
rights with men” has diminished in 
intensity as one position after an- 
other has been surrendered to 
them. They have won the full 
right: to vote in parliamentary 
elections, to sit in Parliament, to 
plead at the bar, to serve On juries, 
and to enter the civil service 
(excepting the defence services 
and-the-diplomatic and consular 
services), and they have acquired 
equal rights in regurd to divorce 
and the ownership of property. 
But there is one disqualification 
which they have hitherto laboured 
in vain to remove-—women in all 
branches of the civil service are 
required to resign on marriage. 
This limitation is now likely to be 
modified in view of a report issued 
by a joint committec of official and 
staff representatives sel up to 
consider the recommendations of 
a Royal Commiasion.

| RECENT by-elections; in 

Grent \Britain the Labour 
Party has considerably increased 
its polls ns compared with the 1931 
general election; but there is as 
yet no indication whatever that the 
tide has turned ‘strongly against 
the National Government. 
powerful factor which fromthe 
tirst has favoured the National 
Government continues to handicap 
the. Labour Party—fear of that 
shndowy entity known as Social- 
ism. It is shadowy because it is 
zo variously defined, jand thore 
are as many kinds of Socialist 
policy as there are groups of So- 
Clalists. As expounded by some it 
monns the class war; for othors 
it necessitates a constitutional re- 
yolution; and for others {t in- 
dicntes no More than a progress 
by slow stages toward the Socialist 
ideal In some of its napectr there 
is nothing to terrify the bourgeois 
mind: in others it appears to menn 
the end of the existing form of 
civilization. If there were reason- 
able certainty as to vhat the 
triumph of the Socialists would 


mean, there might. be lesy nppre-’ 


hension as to What would be in- 
volved in a defent of the National 
Government. 
. * \ 
This confusion of thought is the 
more intelligible when we realize 
that there are four political So- 
cialist. organizations. In Great 
Britain, two within the fold of the 
Labour Party, and two outside it. 
The nolsiest are not necessarily 
the most influential, On the ex- 
treme Left is 
Party, acknowledging allegianca 
only to the Third International of 
Moscow. No need to state here 
their purpose and policy. They 
are the same everywhere.’ They 
are non-national; they are uncom- 
promising; they are the disciplined 
instruments of dogmatic Com- 
munism at headquarters; they are 
for revolution and the destruction 
of the present regime and the pre- 
aent prevatling state of mind by 
any. means ‘whatsoever. - 
nin their numbers are fow, and 
they are not strong enough to win 
fn single seat in Parliament. 


Next to them, toward the Right, 
though still far to the Left, is the 
Independent Labour Party. This 
organization existed before the 
Labour Party itself. For more 
than o third of a century it has 
been the nucleus of the Labour 
Socialist movement in the country, 
and many of the most conspicuous 
Labour politicians, including Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald himself, have 
been among its members. But in 
recent years it has moved much 
farther toward tho Left, and_about 
two years ago it completely 
severed its once-treasured conncc- 
tion with the official Labour 
Party. 

Now no person can be » member 
both of the Labour Party and the 
L. L. P. Its ultimate political and 
economic objects are similar to 
those of the Communists. It be- 
lieves in the possibility of sudden 
revolution, and favours the method 
of attempting to sow the seeds of 
revolutionary thought among the 
workers, and jt ‘would like to 
catublish a united front with Com- 
muniasm. But it refuses to accept 
orders ‘from Moscow or from any 
cutside organization, and it care- 
fully refrains from ndvocating 
violence or illegality. Its leader 
is that able, popular, and much 
respeoted Member ‘of Parliament, 
Mr, James Maxton.
